Webster's own words, in 
speaking of the Bunker Hill monument, put this as well as it is ever 
likely to be put: “America has furnished to the world the character 
of Washington. And if our American institutions had done nothing 
else, that alone would have entitled them to the respect of mankind.” 
It was a strange fate which made the Virginian gentleman, the 
leader of the party 1n America most attached to the mother country ; 
the soldier who had fought with Braddock in the massacre near 
ort Duquesne, and who held a command in the army under Forbes, 
which eventually captured the fort; the statesman who perhaps 
better than any other understood Pitt's schemes for a world empire, 
the instrument to deliver the severest blow against those schemes. 
And probably the finest appreciation of his conduct is to be found 
in Pitt's own speeches, thundering, at the moment of Howe's petty 
victories, his words of warning into the deaf ears of the House of 
Lords: “You cannot conquer America. If I were an American as 
[am an Englishman, while a foreign troop was landed in my country, 
| would never lay down my arms—never, never, never!” : 
Whether.or no Washington was a great strategist, he was a 
vreat leader cf men. Nothing short of such a quality would have 
enabled him to hold the revolutionary army together during the 
retreat to the Delaware and the terrible winter at Valley Forge, 
oye of those times that, in the words of Paine, try men’s souls. Cer- 
tainly the men who called him to the head of the army had no idea 
that he was possessed of the qualities he developed in command of 
it. The soldier, perhaps, to whom it is most natural to compare 
him is the Huntingdon squire, Oliver Cromwell. He, however. 
never acquired Cromwell’s lust for command. With the possible 
exception of Cincinnatus, he was the only ‘successful general who 
sheathed his sword with a joy equal to the reluctance with 
hich he drew it. It 1s true that the men he was opposed to were 
v«lifferent soldiers. But that 1s true of some of the greatest generals 
who ever lived, notably of Marlborough and Gonsalvo. Only very 
eradually did the army he commanded come to recognize his quali- 
fications for command, his unwearying patience, his implacable deter- 
mination, his serenity in defeat, the suddenness with which he 
.ruck, and the rapidity with which he followed up his blow. To 
his contemporaries the grandeur of his figure was foreshortened by 
te familiarity of daily intercourse. Only in the perspective of the 
cemuries do we begin to see him as he really was. 
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Splendid, however, as Washington the soldier was, even more- 


splendid was Washington the statesman. It is doubtful if in the 
midst of equal dithculties any man ever displayed a clearer judgment, 
a greater wisdom, or a more unfarnished patriotism. “Labor to 
keep alive in your breast that little spark of celestial fire—conscience,”’ 
he had written as a boy, and it was because that spark burned clear 
in his own breast till the last that he is recognized today not by his 
own country alone, but by the world as, in the words of Lord 
Lrougham, “‘the greatest man of our own or of any age.”’

ONE OF THE anomalies of business conditions 
at present is the fact that whenever a cor- 
poration announces that it will float a new 
pond issue it is the signal for an advance in 
the price of the stock-of that corporation in 
the securities market. At other times such 
an announcement would be followed by a 
reaction in the market price of the stock. 
The change in the situation is not altogether 
impossible of explanation and is due pri- 
marily to the abundance of money and abiding faith in future pros- 
perity. The estimated total amount of money in circulation in the 
Cnited States is at present $3,091,312,546. The per capita circulation 
is estimated at $35, the highest ever known. Bond flotations usually 
are made for improvements and refunding purposes, enabling cor- 
porations to take up short term notes and other paper bearing a 
larger rate of interest than bonds would call for. Since the early 
part of December many corporations have taken advantage of the 
plethora of money and by issuing bonds are now in a way to save 
large sums 1n interest charges every year. 

The only cloud on the commercial horizon at present is the steel 
and copper situation. The demand for these metals has not been 
urgent. Steel mills in the aggregate are doing about the same amount 
of business as they did some weeks ago, whereas it had been hoped 
that by this time the percentage of output would be much greater. 
There is more copper being produced than the demand calls for and 
the price of the metal’ has gradually declined. There are many

The name of their choice was then 
sent to Superintendent of Streets Guy Emer- 
son, who promptly made known his intention 
to confirm the selection and appoint to the 
position Miss Bessie Goldstein. This young woman’s appointment 
is an illustration of the truth that he who wishes to do a good work 
should prepare himself to do it, and when he 1s ready the work will 
be there for him to do. 

sessie Goldstein had no idea when she played in the streets of 
the North End, a little Russian immigrant, that she would grow up 
to be the guardian of the cleanliness and order of those same 
thoroughtares under the direction of the city government and at the 
behest of some of the wealthiest, most cultivated and influential 
women of the city. She was simply the obedient little daughter of a 
tailor in modest circumstances, the eldest of numerous children, 
whom she assisted 1n caring for. She attended the Hancock gram- 
mar school and the Girls’ high school, and for six vears she has 
attended. the Civie Service House, a settlement in Salem street. 
Mever Bloomfield is the resident head of this settlement, and Miss 
Goldstein has aided him as secretary and teacher of classes in a 
voluntary service among the poor from her native country. 

All these endeavors were directly in the line of progress toward 
that undefined ideal of public service for which she was all uncon- 
sc1ously fitting herself by every dutiful act, every effort to acquire 
efficiency, and every sacrifice of time to the betterment of others. 
She attracted the attention of other social workers, and Professor 
Jeffrey KR. Brackett secured for her a scholarship in the school for 
social workers conducted by Harvard and Simmons colleges in 
Boston. She attended this school last winter, and displayed unusual 
aptitude for this particular instruction. She has, moreover, acquired 
proficiency in several languages. After receiving this training she 
took the next step in the direction of her goal, which was to present 
herself for examination for the civil service. She passed a particu- 
larly dithcult one with such merit that her name stood at the top of 
the list. So it was, that when the time came that the city was ready 
to employ her she was ready to take its task. 

Whoever has seen the untidy and unwholesome condition of the 
streets of the quarter to which Miss Goldstein is appointed will be 
glad to know that a woman is to inspect them, one who is fitted for 
her task, and who will understand and sympathize with the foreign 
residents, and be able to educate them to higher standards of living. 
This young woman 1s only twenty-two years old, and her success is 
a notable example of what persistent endeavor can accomplish under 
the most untoward circumstances.

for the secretaryship of state. The act re- | 

ferred to has been signed by President 
Roosevelt and is now law. It is reported, — 
however, that the matter may be taken to the courts by 
‘strict construction.”” If they understood the case.as they shou 

would waste no time in such a proceeding. 

The federal constitution provides that ‘No senator or represen- 
tative shall, during the time for which he was g¢lected, be appointed 
to any civil office under the authority of the United States, which 
shall have been created, or the emoluments whereof shall have been 
increased, during such time.”” During Mr. Knox's term ot office as a 
senator Congress increased the secretary of state’s salary. This 
increase disqualified Mr. Knox for appointment to that office during 
the time for which he was elected to his present office. This disquali- 
fication could, however, be removed by rescinding the increase—that 
is, by repealing the law by which the secretary of state's salary was 
increased—tor this would leave the situation exactly as it was before 
the emoluments of that office were increased. 

There is no substantial reason for saying that the rescission or 
repeal of the law which disqualified Mr. Knox in order to remove the 
disqualification constitutes an evasion of the constitution. The con- 
stitutional prdévision 1s designed to guard against the possibility that 
a member of Congress might contrive to create an office or increase 
the emoluments of an office with the view to obtaining appointment to 
it. This being the object of the constitution provision, it is plain that 
the act which enables Mr. Taft to appoint the premier secretary of 
his choice does not constitute an evasion of the constitution, but an 
observance of it. 
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THE question of alien immigration is one 
which seems to be brought home with 
peculiar force to the English speaking race. 
Not only the United: States, Canada, and 
Australia, with their vast undeveloped 
resources and unoccupied lands, are troubled 
by it, but even England with her large out- 
of-work population and not inconsiderable 
emigration of her own people. The addt- 
tion of 22,000 alien immigrants to the 
already overstocked labor market of the country during the past 
year constitutes a problem of some magnitude for the responsible 
ministers to solve, but the’ immediate difficulty with which the 
country is faced is the immigration of undesirable characters under 
the present law. . 

In a recent speech to his constituents, 
Gladstone, who as minister for home affairs 
operation of the alien immigration act, made it perfectly clear that 
under the existing conditions no improvement is possible. When an 
immigrant is not permitted to land—and there were just 915 such 
cases last year—it is commonly because he is too hopelessly poor and 
ignorant to know how to employ the necessary artifice for escaping 
the regulations. That the alien immigrant can be kept out of the 
country in bulk there is not the shadow of a doubt, though to do this 
it would be necessary to amend the present law, but Mr. Gladstone 1s 
evidently of opinion that the really dangerous and criminal offender 
will in any circumstances outwit the immigration officers. 

One of the principal difficulties, of course, 1s to distinguish the 
genuine political refugee from the mere criminal offender. The 
United Kingdom has always guarded the right of sanctuary for 
political refugees with extraordinary jealousy. Indeed, it is often 
said that some of the most autocratic ministers have hesitated even 
to protest on the ground that they were never quite sure when the 
moment might not come for them to avail themselves of the 
privilege. That no interference with this will be permitted by either 
party it is safe to prophesy. But it should nevertheless be perfectly 
possible to devise a means of restricting this right of asylum to those 
for whom it was originally intended.

Real and 
Other Ocean 
Records 


The turbine flyer Mauretania of the Cunard line came abeam of the 
Ambrose Channel: lightship at 9:55 o'clock on Thursday night, thus 
completing a voyage in which several new ocean records were estab- 
lished. 


Now, the fact is, the Mauretania did not thus ‘complete a 
vovage.”’ In the strict sense she did not complete her voyage until 
she reached her dock. She broke her own record over the long 
course of 2890 miles by 3 hours 9 minutes, and she brought down 
the figures held by her sister ship, the Lusitania, and set a new record 
of 4 days 17 hours and 6 minutes, or 2 hours and 36 minutes better 
than the Lusitan’1’s best timee—but it would be a mistake to suppose 
that the time for the passage named can be taken as we take the 
time of a train between two given points. In other words, the person 
who would go aboard the Mauretania at Liverpool before her 
departure on her next trip, under a guarantee that she would repeat 
this feat, and expected to be in New York tn less than five days, or 
in less than six days, would find himself greatly mistaken. The 
time reported is between a point outside Queenstown harbor and a 
point outside New York harbor, and it requires many hours to get 
started from the one and to reach the dock after arriving at the 
other. 

No vessel has ever vet made the trip from Queenstown to the 
dock in New York in less than five days. The ocean grayhounds are 
working toward that point. It 1s something to look forward to. But 
while we are confidently expecting 1t to be accomplished, and that 
before very long, it would be well for those who are on the other 
side, and thinking of coming over, to make their calculations on 
another basis than that of the “record runs.”
